M. Gkast, autlior of 
"Ocean to' Ocean," and now Principal 
of Queen's University, Kingston. It 
appears tli^t^Mr.-.GRAKT has lately con- 
tributed a series of articles to Scrib- 
np/s MonlMji, an American, periodical 
of high standing and large circulation, 
in which some account of the history 
antl territories of Canada iy given. This 
province, which Mr. Gisant has had 
the>'^advantagex)f*-^siMngt,ig>^belittled 
by .BlIlifei)re.s6hjation iMn tnese; articles 
without any- apparent object. The 
principal, who is a man of considerable} 
intii)l|igenceand the incumbent of nn in 
iluential and responsible oRicp, si^ein.s, 
incautiously, to have permitted himself 
to drift with the current of silly un- 
patriotic criticism and detraction of our 
province which have been too common 
on the part of many persons in tlie east 
who iiiigiif. have been expectei! to act 
with fairness. Jlr. Spuoat states the 
case with directness and force.and niak- 
irig a counter attack on* the professor in 
his capticity of traveller and historian, 
puts the reverend gentleman incontin- 
ently, to flight, gathering his academic 
robes round his retreating form, and 
muttering that the onslaught is "i>ecu- 
liar." To this the obvious rejoinder is 
inade, that a cut-and-thrust defence is 
ju.stificd by the nature of the attack in 
Scrihner which is especially unfair on 
the part of a gentleman who has visited 
British Columbia. To say that our 
.province has nothing but the wooilen 

'. coliimns of Hydah villages to set oil" 
against the "glories" of Saii Francisco 
is carrying misrepresentation much too 
far. Our American neighbors do not 
a.ct in this way; lliey are eminently fair 
in their remarks about the province. It 
is not too nmch, we hope, to ask our 
own people in the east to state at least 
the facts when they describethis portion 
of their. own country. We only ask to 

tjb^depicted as we really ^are.-,< 'Mr. 

^^ 'Grant, we aro glad to see,from tlie t'olie 
of.his letter to Mr. Spuoat is not likely 
to fall again into the error of attempt- 
ing to describe an integral portion of 
Canada by a rhetorical caricature.

For what would you contemn and re- 
pel us / If for our youth, the old answer 
may be given that tho fault is one that 
will mend every d.ay. If for our supposed 
b;ickwardness, consider our colonial his- 
tory and the natural features of our land, 
and turn your eyes rather on what has 
been achieved tiuan too curiously on what 
remains unaccomplished. 

It is not praiseworthy to try to pick 
holes in a younger brother's garments, 
with intent to shame him before the pub- 
lic. Y'ou would do better by giving him 
an arm amid the stress and crowd, and 
by throwing the end of your own plaid 
over his jacket, if it is a little torn. 

Tho sentiments which you now express 
— or rather which undonio your words 
(but I do not car]) at tho moagrencss of 
your apologetic phraseology) are proper 
sentiments. They relievo me from the 
necessity of exhibiting to tho Americans 
tho Principal of Queen's University in an 
undesir.able light. Lot us wash our dirty 
kiUs in our "uin burn." I feel strongly 
tliat to belittle men of mark in our own 
country, who notwithstanding vagaries, 
have patriotic hearts, is to belittle Can- 
ada.

A public meeting was held in the hall 
of tho Social Democr.^tic Club, Rose 
street, Soho, to commemorate "tho exe- 
cution of tho Russian tyrant, Romanofl'." 
Speeches wero delivered in English, 
French, and German. Tho first speaker, 
who addressed the meeting in English, 
proposed a resolution expressing sympa- 
thy with those who arc in prison in Si- 
beria, sufl'oring for tho cause of liberty, 
and tho opinion that tho "execution of 
the Russian hangman was an act of retri- 
butive justice for his crimes against the 
people.". The proposer said that there 
was a tiiito in English lijstory wlieu the 
people foiind it nocessary to tako ofl' tlio 
head of Charles I. and m French history 
v/hon Louis XA''I., had had to bo similar- 
ly dealt with, and the Russian people, 
though perhaps with greater risk, had 
found tliomsclves under a necessity of a 
siinil.ar kind. If the prolet-triat, ho add- 
ed, wero not in a half-starving condition 
the recent attempt upon tho life of the 
Queen of England would never have 
been made. The resolution was second- 
ed by an English workman, who remark- 
ed that tho present Liberal Government, 
to oblige the Goverfimont of Russia, had 
had a" member of their club put in prison. 
Tho aasassination of tho Czar he charac- 
terized as justifiable homicide. The next 
speaker, an Italian, proposed tho second 
resolution: "That the sentences of death 
upon the political prisoners, coupled with 
the wliolcsalo hanging arid; .ba'nishincnts 
taking place in Russia, excite* o'nr antago- 
nism against the cowards .and murdcrer.s 
who liido behind an autrocratic Govern- 
ment defended by thouaandaof bayonets."
